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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



Claims 1-5, 9-16, and 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kim 5909035. 

The details of the rejection are presented in the previous office action. The 
limitations regarding the first and second signals have the weight of intended use, and 
as the device of Kim can be driven with first and second signals, these limitations are 
met by the reference. Claims 20-21 have the two auxiliary lines running parallel to the 
gate lines. The top two lines, 1 and 2, run parallel to the gate lines and are electrically 
separate, so separate signals can be applied to each line. 

Claims 1-5, 9-12, and 14-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Aoki et al, 6025835. 

The details of the rejection are presented in the previous office action. The 
limitations regarding the first and second signals have the weight of intended use, and 
as the device of Kim can be driven with first and second signals, these limitations are 
met by the reference. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kim 5909035 

The details of the rejection are presented in the previous office action. The 
limitations regarding the first and second signals have the weight of intended use, and 
as the device of Kim can be driven with first and second signals, these limitations are 
met by the reference. 



Applicant's arguments filed 4/08/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. As the claims do not include driving means, the signals are intended use 
and met if they can in be used accordingly. As the lines are separate, they can be 
driven with signals as claimed. 



Langauge indicating that there is liquid crystal in the display and non-display 
areas and realizing the driving limitations as more than intended use (or that the lines 
are connected so as to give the claimed relationship would make the claims allowable 
The claims can also be made allowable by incorporating the function provided by the 
electrodes with some limited driving and/or connection details would make the claims 
allowable.
